IV. Product Description
The CD HORIZON® Spinal System consists of a variety of rods, hooks, screws, CROSSLINK®
plates, staples, and other connecting components used to build a spinal construct. Instrumentation is
also available to facilitate implantation of the device components.

The CD HORIZON t Spinal System is intended to help provide immobilization and stabilization of
spinal segments as an adjunct to fusion of the thoracic, lumbar, and/or sacral spine. The CD
HORIZON® Spinal System implant components can be rigidly locked into a variety of
configurations, with each construct being tailor-made for the individual case. If necessary, the CD
HORIZON® Spinal System can be connected to the VERTEXTM Reconstruction System through a
rod connector.

Certain implant components from othcr Mcdtronic Sofamor Danck spinal systems can be used with
the CD -IORIZON® Spinal System.
